Kenneth C. Hinrichsen, a 1941 
graduate and 26-year employe of Chaffey 
College, has been appointed to succeed 
Dr. T. Stanley Warburton, retiring 
superintendent-president of the college. 

After retiring June 30, Warburton will 
serve as governor of Rotary Inter- 
national, District 530, which includes 46 
Rotary clubs from Pasadena to Las 
Vegas. 

Hinrichsen, an Alta Loma resident, 
has been associate superintendent since 
1973 and was assistant superintendent 
for certified and classified personnel 
1969-1971. As associate superintendent he 
has been responsible for personnel 
relations, business services, student ser- 
vices and instruction. 

Hinrichsen previously was ad- 
ministrative assistant to the superinten- 
dent and headed the social science divi- 
dion. He taught at Chaffey High School 
three years and at Chaffey College 14 
years. 

He holds B.A. and M.A. degrees in 
history from the University of California 
at Berkeley and was the first UC 
graduate student to receive the Califor- 
nia Histrocial Award for original 
research. He has earned 48 semester un- 
its at Claremont Graduate School. 


Hinrichsen is a member of the 
Association of California School Ad- 
ministrators, California Community 
College Business Officials and California 
Placement Officers 

He is active in the California 
Historical Society, the Southern Califor- 
nia Historical Society and the Western 


Historical Society. 

Warburton, who has been involved in 
public education 41 years, has been nam- 
ed an emeritus executive board member 
of the College Federal Council for 
Southern California. He has been active 
on the board since 1947 and served as 
president in 1969-1970. 

Warburton served as the first 
superintendent-chancellor for the Los 
Angeles Community College District 
before coming to Chaffey College. 

Warburton will spend his one-year 
term as Rotary governor visiting the dis- 
trict clubs. He will attend the national 
assembly May 29-June 7 in Boca Raton, 
Fla., and the international convention 
June 8-12 in Montreal. 

A member of Ontario Rotary since 
1970, Warburton previously was a 
member of Fullerton and Los Angeles 
Rotary clubs. The District 530 gover- 
nor’s office will be at Upland Savings 
and Loan

Improvement project 


Council reaffirms ==

Mountain Ave. ok

The Upland City Council Monday night 
reaffirmed approval of the proposed 
Mountain Avenue improvement project 
after hearing opposition from two 
business owners. 

The $1 million federally funded project 
will improve traffic flow and safety as 
well as upgrading the appearance of 
Mountain Avenue, according to City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard. 

Gary Washburn, operator of La 
Bodega Wines and Spirits, said the 
proposed divider at Mountain Avenue 
and 11th Street ‘‘would severely hinder 
our business.” 

Drivers northbound on Mountain 
Avenue are a large part of the store’s 
customers, but a long left-turn lane 
would prevent them from using the 
Mountain Avenue entrance, he noted. 

Washburn requested the left-turn 
lane be shortened so northbound traffic 
would be able to turn into his business. 

An adjacent business owner, Gil 
Rodriguez, supported Washburn’s 
request. Rodriguez said La Bodega 
customers already use his driveway. 

The proposed island would encourage 
more people to use his property as a 
“through street’ to La Bodega and to 
avoid the light at Mountain Avenue and 
llth Street, he added. 

Blanchard said the left-turn lane must 
have room for four cars or the traffic 
flow will be interrupted. Drivers will 
learn a legal u-turn at the intersection is 
the simplest was into La Bodega, he 
commented. 

The council also awarded bids for 
construction of two reservoirs and 
authorized the city staff to call for bids 
for installation of three sections of 
pipeline. The reservoir project was 
approved by voters in March 1974. 

The council awarded J. Putnam Henck 
and Henck Pro a $961,918 contract to 
construct a 7.5 million gallon reservoir 
at 17th Street. 

The council also formally awarded 
Oberg Construction Co. a contract to 
build a 10-million-gallon reservoir and 
pump stations at San Antonio Park. At 
the April 7 meeting the council approved 
an intention to award Oberg 
Construction Co. the $1,380,000 contract. 

The pipeline installation will include a 
20-inch main along Benson Avenue to the 
17th Street reservoir, an 18-inch line on 
22nd Street from the pump station to 
Euclid Avenue, and two lines on 24th 
Street connecting to the 24th Street 
reservoir. 

In other action Monday the council: 

—Referred to the Planning 
Commission a resolution prohibiting 
groups of unrelated people from living in 
a single-family home. City Attorney 


Donald Maroney said, the resolution is ,

Bailing objected to the resolution as 
‘“setting up bogymen to be knocked 
‘down’’ and said city codes already 
provide for such problems as noise and 
{on-street parking. 
| —Delayed decision on a revised 
master plan for Citrus Park until the 
May 5 council meeting so residents can 
be present. Proposed changes include a 
larger preschool play area and a gate 
between the park and Citrus School. 

—Authorized the city staff to call for 
bids to install air conditioning at 
Magnolia Recreation Center. The 
council had budgeted $7,500 for the air 
conditioning, but current estimates are 
$14,000, according to Travers. 

—Approved new street signs using 
reflectorized white letters against a dark 
background for easy visibility at night, 
Reflectorized signs, to include street and 
city names and block number, will cost 
$5 more than the present unreflectorized 
signs. 

—Approved a conditional use permit 
allowing International Cable TV Inc. to 
install a receiving antenna southwest of 
Euclid Avenue and 19th Street. The 
company’s basic service area is north of 
the city in unincorporated territory. 

—Approved a conditional use permit to 
build a Napoli Pizza and Take-Out in The 
Plaza-Ralphs Center, under construction 
at the northeast corner of San Antonio 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard. 

—Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to single-family residential 
for six acres at the southwest corner of 
Mountain Avenue and 14th Street.

Nature appreciation, 
creativity and helping others 
are emphasized in YMCA 
summer camps. This summer, 
the Y is offering a new day 
camp program for children, 
according to Patrick Flack, 
community program director. 

Trailblazer Day Camps, co- 
sponsored by the Upland 
Recreation Department for 
boys and girls ages 5 to 11, 
provides the same experiences 
as a resident camp without 
actually having to leave home, 
Flack said. 

‘“‘The purpose is to give 
youngsters all the experiences 
of a regular camp-out. Most 
children at that age are not 
ready to leave home for an 
extended period to time,’ he 
said. 

He also pointed out the fees 
spent for a day camp are tax 
deductible. A new law permits 
working parents to deduct day 
care for their children, he said. 

Through creative planning, 
Flack said, the camp provides 
the opportunity for youth to 
develop character. 

“With this as our central 
purpose,”’ he said, “‘our staff is 
trained to be sensitive to each 
child and his or her special 
needs. 

“The program includes 
games, hikes, crafts, nature 
lore, archery, swimming, 
gymnastics, songs and one 
overnight campout including a 
cookout and campfire,” said 
Flack. 

Also included in the program 
are lunch and a Trailblazer T- 
shirt. 

“These are mini-trips at 
mini-prices,’’ he said. ‘Owing 
to the cooperation of the Upland 
Recreation Department, there 
can be twice the program and 
twice the services.” 


The program begins with 
gymnastics in the morning, 
followed by swimming at the 
Arabian Nights pool. The 
children are then transported to 
Upland Memorial Park where 
they work on crafts and 
projects, according to Flack. 

Along with Trailblazer Day 
Camp, the Y offers five other 
camp programs. Flack 
described them as follows: 

‘‘A three day caravan is 
planned for the San Diego area 
with trips to the space center 
and the Wild Animal Park. It is 
for boys and girls, fifth through 
eighth grade. 

‘Another part of the regular 
summer fare is Camp 
Arbolado, a three-day resident 
camp for boys in the fourth 
through eighth grades. It is a 
full facility camp located in the 
San Bernardino Mountains, in 
the Barton Flats area. 
Activities include swimming, 
boating, fishing, archery, 
canoeing, hiking, crafts, nature 
lore, campfires, skits, songs 
and even panning for gold. 

“Perhaps one of the more 
popular camps is Camp Oakes. 
It is a co-ed residence camp 
located near Big Bear Lake for 
boys and girls 8 to 13 years of 
age. It is a week-long trip to 
enjoy nature. 

‘‘Something new and 
different for high school youth 
is the San Gorgonio Wilderness 
Back Pack. It is a six-day trip 
in which areas such as South 


such areas as South Fork Meadows, Lodgepool Springs, 
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San Gorgonio Summit, high Creek, Jackson Springs and 
Dollar Lake. For information, call the Y, 986-5847. 


Fork Meadows, Lodgepool 
Springs, San Gorgonio Summit, 
High Creek, Jackson Springs 
and Dollar Lake are explored. 
The trip is for beginners, so 
anyone may sign up. bthere are 
only 15 spots available for this 
program. However, if it proves 
successful, there will be 
another planned for later in the 
summer. 

“The Golden Coast Caravan 
is a journey up the California 
coast for six days. There will be 
swimming, surfing, skin diving, 
football and volleyball on the 
beach, movies and bowling. San 
Clemente, Zuma Beach, 
Malibu, Goleta, El Capitan and 
a special excursion to 
Vandenburg Air Force Base are 
planned. All youth from seventh 
grade up can participate.” 

For those who think they 
can’t afford camp, the Y has 
available cases of butter toffee 
peanuts for sale. Prospective 
campers who sell a case of six 
cans receive $1.50 credit toward 
the camp or activity of their 
choice. Many children earn the 
entire fee Flack said. 

The YMCA works closely 
with several agencies to bring 
these programs to children. 
Recently several scholarships, 
dubbed ‘‘camperships,”’ have 
been received. The Los Angeles 
Times contributed $1,325 to the 
fund; $140 was received from 
Datsun as a part of its ‘‘test 
drive a Datsun and send a kid to 
camp”’ program, and $100 from

the Y's Menettes and Y’s Men, 
local service clubs, Flack 
reported. 

The Y gave $1,000 to the 
Ontario-Montclair School 
District, for use in locating 
needy children to send to camp. 
Some of the funds are also 
available for low income 
families, who may apply at the 
Y for special consideration. 

He stressed that without 
cooperation from other 
agencies, most of the Y 
programs would not be possible 
for such a low cost. 

“There is very good inter- 
agency cooperation,’ he said. 
‘Without the collaboration 
effort, many of these programs 
would never happen. 

“It's such a great experience 
for children. The programs are 
designed to promote outdoor 
learning experience with an 
appreciation of nature, to 
appreciate individual worth, to 
learn to enjoy sharing with and 
helping others and creative 
expression to help in planning 
daily experience.” 

April 26 is camp sign-up day. 
All Y members may begin 
signing up at 8 a.m. Non- 
members may sign up from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. Flack pointed out 
that most camp programs fill 
quickly, so it is best to get an 
early start.

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Courts fill judge jobs 


San Bernardino Superior 
Court judges recently elected 
new presiding and assistant 
presiding judges during an 
annual meeting. The new 
presiding judges will take their 
seats July 1. 

Judge Don A. Turner was 
elected presiding judge and 
Judge Henry M. Busch was 
elected assistant presiding 
judge. 


If a developer with $2 million 
can be found, two 18-hole golf 
courses will be located near the 
Prado Regional Park. 

The county board ot 
supervisors Monday passed a 
resolution authorizing the 
county staff to seek a lessee 
who would develop and operate 
two 18-hole championship golf 
courses on 300 acres west of 
Prado Regional Park. 

According to Gary Patton, 
director of the county Regional 
Parks Department, the revenue 
from the golf courses would 
help offset an anticipated 
$200,000 per year deficit in the 
operation of Prado Regional 
Park. 

Estimates for the 
development of the park have 
increased from $4.2 million to 
$5.7 million since last July and 
have exceeded the funding 
approved by the supervisors for 
the development of the park by 
almost $1 million. 

According to a memorandum 
from Patton to the board of 
supervisors, the lease would be 
a 30- to 40-year agreement with 
the developer and would 
require a $2 million investment 
by the developer. 

Following the action by the 
county board, Supervisor 
Robert O. Townsend of Chino 
related that three golf course 
developers have expressed 
interest in the Prado golf 
course facility. 

One of the developers is from 
Orange County, another is the 
company that operates the 
Ontario National Golf Club and 
the other is the operator of the 
Green River golf course. 

Townsend stated he expects 
the. golf courses to get heavy 
usage from Orange County 
residents, as will the entire 
Prado Regional Park. The golf 
courses, though, will generate 
revenues for San Bernardino 
County whereas the remainder 
of the park will not, he said. 

According to the terms of the 
proposed contract, the golf 
course operator will pay a

Wio isn’t looking for a tree or 
stiri that is both beautiful and 
functional? In the Golden State, 
there is no lack of plants that 
provide both, and among the 
most popular choices are citrus 
varieties, says the California 
Association of Nurserymen. 

Citrus is characterized by 
dense, glossy, evergreen 
foliage. Waxy-white flowers 
perfume the garden and the 
colorful fruits can be left on the 
tree for many weeks for 
decorative value. Best yet, 
citrus can be enjoyed 
throughout most parts of the 
state — whether the garden is 
large or small. 


Nurserymen have‘ accom- 
modated today’s city-sized 
properties by introducing dwarf 
varieties of all the most popular 
citrus fruits. Dwarf citrus lends 
itself to planting in smaller 
modern landscapes, in milder 
winter climates; and the 
smaller editions are excellent 
specimens for growing in tubs 
and-containers. 

A-hédge of dwarf citrus is a 
distinctive addition to the gar- 
den,».and espaliered lemon

Residents of mobile home 
parks, and apartment owners — 
on their high-rise balconies — 
can grow and enjoy citrus fruits 
by utilizing the swarf varieties 
in containers. A real charmer 
— and a conversation piece — is 
the Kumquat, whose shrubby 
character is enhanced by an 
abundance of small oblong 
orange fruits. 

Most citrus require a fair 
share of sun and warmth to 
ripen fruits. Those gardening 
outside the so-called citrus 
belts should insure results by 
planting in warm spots of the 
garden — against a south wall 
is one good place. (If you're not 
sure where the warmest spot is 
— watch your pet. Most fre- 
quently he will lie in the 
warmest of garden spots. 

Dwarf citrus, in tubs, will 
mature fruits more readily than 
trees grown in the ground, 
which could be a key to good 
fruit in cooler parts of the state.

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Addressing a meeting of the Future Farmers of 
America in Kansas City last October, President Ford 
made headlines with 12 ways to ‘‘win”’ the fight against 
inflation. One of his recommendations was to ‘‘plant 
vegetable gardens.” 


To prove it can be done, the National Garden Bureau, 
headquartered near Gardenville, Pa., has designed a 

““Win’’ vegetable garden capable of feeding a family of 
four and saving more than $280.00 on food bills. 


The garden size is 15-feet-wide by 25-feet-deep, and it 
features 18 varieties of vegetables capable of yielding a 
continuous supply of fresh vegetables from April through 
December, with plenty left over for canning, freezing and 
storing to provide food during non-gardening months. 


First vegetables to be harvested in this garden are 
radish and spinach, which are sown early in spring as 
soon as the ground can be worked, followed by lettuce, 
beets, chard, peas and green onions. 


Bush beans, broccoli, cucumbers, zucchini squash, cab- 
bage, tomatoes, peppers, parsley and carrots continue 
the harvest through the summer months, while 
cauliflower, brussel sprouts, leeks—-and second sowings 
of cabbage, lettuce, beets, radishes, spinach and 
carrots—-prolong the harvest through fall. In the case of 
spinach, leeks and brussels sprouts crops can be 
harvested during winter months. 


Vegetables representing the biggest savings are 
tomatoes and brussels sprouts. When brussels sprouts 
are grown as a fall and winter crop they mature at a time 
when store prices for fresh vegetables are high. They are 
frost hardy and produce crops into December over most 
of the United States. 


Total value produced by the garden is $284.00 from 
which you have to deduct the costs of seeds at $9.30. If the 
garden needs fertilizer, soil conditioner or pest controls 
these might add an additional $15 to the costs. The garden 
can be dug and managed by a spade, rake and trowel, 
which most homeowners already possess; and if a 
gardener prefers to have his plot rototilled ($5) or buy 
some of his vegetables as plants (say $10), savings of 
over $240 still are realistic. Labor can be written ott as 
healthy exercise. 


In addition to this financial saving, there are other 
benefits, including better-flavored vegetables.
